Deflate  Bus  Strike 

At  least  one  Local  260  official  believes  Mayor  Hofheinz 
blocked  a  pre-Christmasstrikesettlementinordertobustthe union 


When  we  first  talked  t6  John  W.  Bland  the 
day  after  Christmas  we  didn't  find  him  at 
home. 

We  found  him  at  Strike  Headquarters  of 
the  Transport  Worker  Union  Local  260. 

Bland  is  secretary- treasurer  of  the 
union  representing  the  879  people  who  drive 
and  repair  Houston's  buses.  And  as  Hous- 
ton's bus  strike  approached  settlement, 
Bland  had  some  observations  to  make  from 
his  perspective 

"If  you  look  back  in  history,"  Bland  says, 
"you  will  see  that  ours  is  not  a  strike- 
happy  union. 

"We  started  in  1949,  had  a  strike  in  1951, 
and  there  wasn't  another  strike  until  1974." 
Bland  says  that  there  was  a  special  reason 
for  a  second  strike  in  two  years. 

'Hofheinz  (Houston  Mayor  Fred  Hof- 
heinz) wants  to  bust  the  union." 

Bland  says  that  last  August  the  Houston 
City  Council  authorized  Hofheinz  to  advise 
Stanley  Gates,  general  manager  of  the  man- 
agement company  that  runs  Houston's  city- 
owned  bus  company. 

He  says  that  the  mayor  has  obscured  the 
issue  when  he  says,  as  he  has  often,  that  he 
is  powerless  in  negotiating  a  settlement  ■ 
with  the  bus  workers.  "Gates  gets  his  orders 
from  Hofheinz,"  Bland  says. 

Bland  says  that  the  union  made  an  offer 
to  end  the  strike  before  Christmas. 

"The  bus  company  had  offered  us  a  five 
per  cent  raise,  the  same  as  city  employees 
were  getting.  That  would  have  meant  $48  a 
month  more  for  us  while  for  city  employees 
who  average  $15,000  a  year  the  raise  is 
$62.50  a  month. 
"We  didn't  like  the  offer." 
Newspapers  reported  that  the  union  was 
seeking  a  14  to  17  per  cent  increase  over  two 
years. 

"We  were  going  to  recommend  to  our 
membership  that  we  accept  the  five  per 
cent  for  now,  proceed  with  non-binding 
arbitration,  and  get  the  buses  rolling  before 
Christmas.  Hofheinz  blocked  a  settlement." 
Bland  alleges  that  Hofheinz  set  up  three 
preconditions  for  a  strike  settlement,  even 
at  the  pay  levels  sought  by  the  bus  company 
while  arbitration  continued. 

1.  To  change  the  contract  expiration 
date  between  the  union  and  Houtran  from 
Nov.  3  to  Feb.  24. 

2.  To  make  the  bus  workers'  retroactive 
pay  contingent  upon  a  change  in  the  expira- 
tion date  of  the  contract. 

3.  To  make  the  union  give  up  the  right 
to  strike  and  bargain  collectively. 

'\  say  he's  out  to  bust  the  union," 
Bland  says. 

One  of  the  controversies  surrounding 
the  last  two  bus  strikes  in  Houston  has  been 
their  occurrence  during  the  holiday  season. 
Recently  a  group  of  merchants  proposed 
strikebreaking  drivers  be  hired 

"Over  10,000 people  rode  the  buses  every 
day,'*  Bland  says,  "and  they  need  to  get  to 
work  in  December  and  in  March  just  the 
same.  Only  the  merchants  are  affected  by 
our  timing  The  bus  company  and  mayor 
don't  give  a  damn  about  the  regular  rider

|4s  the  Mighty  90  News  goes  to  press, 
HouTran  and  bus  drivers  union  officials 
announced  settlement  of  the  almost 
two-month-old  bus  strike,  and  Houston 
buses  are  back  on  the  streets. 

The  agreement  was  reached  shortly 
after  Mayor  Hofheinz  served  notice  on 
HouTran  that  its  contract  with  the  city 
Would  not  be  automatically  renewed. 
|This  opens  the  possibility  that  the  mayor 
will  seek  a  new  management  company  or 
even  place  Houston  buses  directly 
under  city  control. 

The  fact  that  the  strike  stalemate 
broke  as  Hofheinz  initiated  action  to 
block  automatic  renewal  of  HouTran's 
contract  leads  to  speculation  that  the 
mayor's  maneuver  forced  the  insurgent 
bus  drivers  to  accept  HouTran's  pack- 
age in  order  to  avoid  the  risks  of  dealing 
with  perhaps  a  new  management  firm  or 
even  City  Hall  itself.

Bland  says  that  he  supported  the  mayor 
for  re-election,  and  had  urged  his  member- 
ship to  do  the  same.  Now  he  says  that  the 
mayor,  perhaps  afraid  of  demands  city  work- 
ers like  firemen  and  police  might  make,  has 
turned  anti-union.

Report

If  you  are  a  listener,  you  already  realize 
that  the  transition  that  Bob  writes  about 
here  is  already  in  process.  For  the  next 
three  months  or  less,  the  Manager 
Search  Committee  will  be  hunting  for  a 
new  manager  for  this  station,  and  in  the 
interim  I  am  in  charge.  During  this  time, 
almost  anything  may  happen.  There  will 
certainly  be  changes,  which  will  probably 
continue  until  a  new  manager  gives 
some  stability  to  this  operation. 

It  would  take  more  space  and  time  than 
we  hve  to  tell  the  story  of  this  transition 
so  far.  If  you  are  interested  in  details, 
come  to  the  station  and  ask  for  the 
transcript  of  the  Manager's  Report  of 
Jan.  15.  Suffice  it  at  this  time  to  say  that 
Bob  and  I  differed  on  how  well  things 


were  going  at  the  station.  I  am  afraid  that 
we  are  very  close  to  losing  it  at  the  very 
moment  when  our  prospects  for  the 
future  are  most  hopeful. 

We  have  been  able  to  obtain  grants  for 
upgrading  our  equipment  and  power, 
buying  advertising  to  gain  new  listeners 
for  the  station,  and  for  paying  part  of  the 
payroll  and  development  expenses.  And 
yet  we  do  not  have  sufficient  income  to 
our  normal  operating  expenses.  As  well, 
we  owe  $60,000  on  our  house  and  no- 
body will  give  us  a  mortgage.  We  may 
have  to  sell  it.  And  we  have  to  provide 
matching  funds  for  one  of  the  grants  in 
order  to  use  it.  We  are  not  even  close  to 
being  able  to  do  that. 

My  job  is  to  make  the  station  able  to  do 
all  this,  and  soon.  I  have  no  tricks  up  my 
sleeve  for  doing  this.  All  I  can  do  is  try  to

And  there  is  a 
need  as  well  for  people  who  are  willing  to 
share  their  skills  in  directing  that  human 
energy.  I  am  working  to  create  a  workable 
volunteer  tracking  and  training  program 
as  soon  as  possible.  What  is  lacking  now 
is  an  interface  with  the  community  that 
can  be  related  to  by  anyone,  and  this  will 
be  created. 

My  second  priority  is  KPFT's  image  in 
the  community.  This  image  must  be 
promoted  in  a  consistent  manner  so  that 
the  station  has  an  identity.

I  put  the  word  "management" 
in  quotations  out  of  a  recognition  that 
"manage"  is  not  quite  what  one  does  ina 
listener-supported  station.  Actually  "pre- 
siding" is  the  more  descriptive  word. 

During  my  tenure  here,  I  have  seen 
some  spectacular  failures  and  some  in- 
spiring successes.  I'll  leave  it  to  the 
hundreds  of  people  who  have  been  in- 
volved to  total  up  the  scores  between 
them.

I  will  say  that  I  am  very  optimistic  about 
this  radio  station.  It's  going  to  be  around 
for  a  long  time,  and  it's  going  to  continue 
to  grow.
